The Name of Englifi-man and Scot, are loft 
by the Union, and as by it the Liberties of 
Englifh-men and Scots are more firmly eftas 
blith’d by a ftronger Force , fo we have now 
one common Name of Britains, that there may 
not be fo much as a Diftinétion or Difference 
even in Title. .
